32. (new) A system for quantifying the impact of assets on one or more aspects of 
enterprise financial performance where the aspects of enterprise financial performance 
are enterprise revenue, enterprise expense, enterprise capital change, enterprise 
intellectual capital value, enterprise current operation value, enterprise real option value, 
enterprise market sentiment value and enterprise market value. 

33. (new) The system of claim 32 where assets are from the group consisting brands, 
channels, customers, customer relationships, employees, intellectual property, 
partnerships, processes, production eguipment, vendors, vendor relationships and 
combinations thereof. 

34. (new) The system of claim 32 where the impact of an asset is the direct impact of 
the asset on an aspect of financial performance net of any impact on other enterprise 
assets.
